LEAGUE OF NATIONS 


MEANS WORLD PEACE 


NEW -TpRK, Sept. SO.—Women are 


being.drawn into the democratic party 
because they want the League of Na- 
tions, according to Mrs. J. Borden Har- 
rlman, chairman of the Cox-Roosevelt 
I^ta£u« of Nations clubs, which are 
bejny 'organized throughout the United 
States. 


Mrs. Harrlman Is devoting tiquch of 


h«r time to lecturing before women's 
organizations on the real meaning ot 
the league, In effort to arouse them 
to'the Importance of this device for 
insuring the permanent peace of the 
world. When 'she is not absent on 
this mission she keeps regular office 
hours at the democratic national head- 
quarters, Gra«d Central Palace, Naw 
York City. 
'"It Is. almost Inconceivable," 
says 


Mrs. Harrlman, "that the league issue 


. ihould be made the basis ot political 


contrivers}-. It is of such paramount 
Importance that It should be put above 
party affiliations. It is a moral Issue, 
and many women who' are republicans 
fcy Inheritance .or marriage so regard 
it and they will refuse to adhere to a 
party which repudiates this gafeguard 
to a constructive peace. Women will 
vote for Cox and Roosevelt because it 
is-the only way they can preserve the 
league, the most important issue in the 
presidential 'campaign. 
Explains the League

"In a. nutshell, the league Is an effort 


to substitute morality tor-war. It means 
tha,t if a nation is guilty of wrong- 
doing it should be punished as wa

pecially If, for Instance, as a repub-
